Both imports and exports were exceptionally high 
last month, imports exceeding those in any month 
since December 1930, and exports of United Kingdom 
goods being larger than in any month since October 
1930. Re-exports exceeded £7 million for the third 
month in succession, while the value of transhipments 
under bond, which are not included among the recorded 
imports and re-exports, was the highest so far 
recorded. Part of the increases compared with a year 
ago may be attributed to the fact that the Whitsun 
holiday fell in June last year and in May this year. 


Imports during June (£881 million) were £5:0 
million more than in May and £20°5 million (80 per 
cent.) more than in June 1936. The latter increase 
was shared by the three main classes of merchandise 
and was due to a considerable extent to price changes. 


Exports of United Kingdom goods during June were 
valued at £44°4 million, which was £1:6 million more 
than in May and £12°3 million (88 per cent.) more 
than in June last year. Exports of raw materials have 
tended to increase in value during the past year, and 
lasts month they amounted to £5-7 million, the highest 
figure since May 1930, and £2:1 million (59 per cent.) 
more than in June 1936. For manufactured articles 
there was an increase of £9°7 million (39 per cent.). 
Exports of imported merchandise, valued at £7:1 
million, were slightly smaller than in May, but £2°1 
million (42 per cent.) more than in June 1936, re- 
exports of raw materials increasing by £1,112,000 and 
those of manufactured articles by £501,000, compared 
with a year earlier. 


The excess of imports over exports of merchandise 
last month, £36°6 million, was £3°6 million more than 
in May and £61 million more than in June last year; 
for the first half of the year the excess was £191-7 
million, compared with £162°3 million a year ago. 


Imports of bullion and specie during June were 
valued at £32°5 million, or £19°6 million more than in 
May and £11°5 million more than in June 1936; 
exports amounted to £283 million, compared with 
£292 million and £7-2 million, respectively, a month 
and a year earlier. The excess of imports for the first 
six months of the year was £30°6 million, compared 
with £67°5 million in January-June 1936. 


IMPORTS 


Imports of food, drink and tobacco during June were 
valued at £35,746,000, which was £1,573,000 more 
than in May and £4,246,000 (13 per cent.) more than 
in June last year. Of the latter increase, £1,630,000 
was in respect of grain and flour and £1,026,000 for 
meat, while smaller increases were shown for all the 
other groups except fresh fruit and vegetables. 


The quantity of wheat imported last month (8-1 
million ewts.) was 22 per cent. less than in June 1936, 
but the value increased from £3,458,000 to £4,349,000. 
Imports of beef (1,182,000 cwts.) were about 17 per 
cent. greater than a year earlier, the value rising by 
36 per cent.; for mutton and lamb (773,000 cwts.) 
there was an increase in quantity of about the same 
relative importance, the increase in value being some 
22 per cent. Imports of bacon increased by 16,700 
ewts., or 3 per cent., but the value was slightly 
smaller. Imports of butter were 90,000 ewts. (10 per 
cent.) more than a year ago, but imports of cheese 
Were substantially less; eggs showed little change.

Imports of tea showed a slight decline in quantity 
accompanied by an appreciable increase in value: 
similarly, the quantity of raw sugar imported declined 
from 3:9 to 3°6 million ewts., but the value rose from 
£1,277,000 to £1,534,000. Imports of unmanufactured 
tobacco inereased by about 4 per cent. in quantity and 
16 per cent. in value. 


The value of raw materials imported last month 
amounted to £27,423,000, which was £1,820,000 more 
than in May and £8,144,000 (42 per cent.) more than 
in June 1936. Of this latter increase raw wool, ete., 
accounted for £2,409,000, wood and timber for 
£1,878,000, non-ferrous ores and scrap for £858,000 
and raw rubber for £769,000; only one group, raw 
cotton, showed a decline (£96,000), the quantity 
imported declining from 133 to 112 million lbs. The 
quantity of raw sheep’s and lambs’ wool imported rose 
from 68:0 to 81:7 million lbs, (20 per cent.), while the 
value increased by 76 per cent.

Imports of articles wholly or mainly manufactured 
were valued at £24,432,000, or £1,545,000 more than 
in May and £8,045,000 (49 per cent.) more than in 
June 1936. Compared with a year ago, an increase 
was recorded for every important group in this class, 
the largest being for non-ferrous metals (£2,870,000) 
and manufactured oils (including refined petroleum) 
(£2,136,000), while imports of machinery and iron and 
steel both increased by over £4 million. 


EXPORTS 


The value of exports of food, drink and tobacco last 
month amounted to £2,972,000, which was slightly 
less than in May, but £338,000 (13 per cent.) more than 
a year ago. In no group did the increase exceed 


£100,000. 


Exports of raw materials and articles mainly un- 
manufactured, valued at £5,652,000, were £180,000 
more than in May and £2,106,000 (59 per cent.) more 
than in June last year. Of this latter increase, 
£1,135,000 was in respect of coal, while raw wool, etc., 
increased by £321,000, and non-ferrous ores and scrap 
by £181,000. It may be noted that coal and wool were 
the two commodities mainly affected by the decline of 
nearly £500,000 in exports of raw materials in June, 
1936, compared with a year earlier, owing to the inter- 
ruption of trade with Italy (sanctions) and France and 
Belgium (strikes). 


The quantity of coal exported last month was 
8,482,000 tons, an increase compared with a year ago 
of 908,000 tons, or 35 per cent.; the rise in value men- 
tioned above was 53 per cent. There was an increase 
of 261,000 tons in exports to France and 148,000 tons 
to Italy, while among other markets taking larger 
quantities than in June 1936 were Egypt (97,000 tons), 
Sweden (86,000 tons) and Finland (65,000 tons). The 
quantity of coal shipped as bunkers for vessels engaged 
in the foreign trade and for fishing vessels was 967,000 
tons, or 65,000 tons more than in June 1936. There was 
also a substantial increase of 30 per cent. in the 
quantity of fuel oil shipped as bunkers—from 23°7 
million gallons in June 1936 to 30°9 million last month. 





Exports in June of articles wholly or mainly manu- 
factured were valued at £34,673,000, being £1,404,000

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than in June last year. Compared with a year ago, 
each of the twenty groups in this class showed an in- 
crease in the value of exports, the largest being in re- 
spect of iron and steel and manufactures (£1,611,000), 
cotton yarns and manufactures (£1,419,000), 
machinery (£1,169,000), woollen and worsted yarns 
and manufactures (£821,000), the ‘‘miscellaneous ”’ 
group (£805,000), vehicles, including locomotives, ships 
and aircraft (£701,000), chemicals, drugs, etc. 
(£660,000), and manufactures of textiles other than 
cotton, wool and silk (£525,000). The total tonnage of 
iron and steel exported last month (235,000 tons) was 
62,000 tons more than in June last year; this increase 
applied to most of the chief descriptions and was par- 
ticularly marked in respect of tinned plates, which rose 
from 22,700 tons to 42,500 tons. Exports of machinery 
last month totalled 37,600 tons, compared with 27,600 
tons in June 1936; increases of over 1,000 tons were re- 
corded for boilers and boiler-house plant, mining 
machinery and textile machinery. There was a small 
increase in the number of new private cars exported, 
while exports of chassis rose from 1,928 in June last 
year to 3,948 last month, Australia taking over 1,000 
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more. There was also a substantial increase in the 
exports of both motor cycles and pedal cycles. 


Exports of textile manufactures were generally 
higher than a year ago; exports of cotton yarns rose 
from 12:3 to 14:3 million lbs., while for cotton piece- 
goods there was an increase from 129°6 to 154'8 million 
square yards, all descriptions showing substantial in- 
creases. Woollen and worsted tissues rose from 8°4 
to 10-2 million square yards and artificial silk tissues 
from 4°1 to 6°5 million square yards, most of this latter 
increase being in unmixed tissues. 


Exports of imported merchandise.—The value of re- 
exports last month of food, drink and _ tobacco 
(£1,240,000) was £449,000 more than in June 1936, 
grain and flour showing an increase of £320,000. Re- 
exports of raw materials were valued at £3,590,000, an 
increase compared with a year ago of £1,112,000; re- 
exports of raw wool, etc., rose in value by £592,000, 
raw rubber by £214,000 and undressed hides and skins 
by £142,000. Re-exports of articles wholly or mainly 
manufactured amounted last month to £2,158,000, or 
£501,000 more than a year ago; of this increase non- 
ferrous metals accounted for £349,000. 


BRITISH INDIA 


TRADE BALANCE AND IMPORTS IN FISCAL YEAR 


During the twelve months ended March 1937 the 
value of the imports decreased, as compared with the 
corresponding period of 1936, by Rs. 9 crores or 7 per 
cent., and amounted to Rs. 125 crores, *writes H.M. 
Senior Trade Commissioner in India. Total exports, 
including re-exports, rose by Rs. 38,04 lakhs or 23 per 
cent. to Rs. 2,02 crores. The exports of Indian mer- 
chandise showed an increase of Rs. 85,61 lakhs or 
22 per cent. and re-exports of Rs. 2,43 lakhs or 64 per 
cent. The grand total of imports, exports and re-exports 
amounted to Rs. 328 crores, an increase of Rs. 29 
crores or 10 per cent. 


Imports of treasure (private and Government) in- 
creased by Rs. 8,06 lakhs to Rs. 15,51 lakhs. Gold 
bullion increased by Rs. 6 lakhs to Rs. 56 lakhs, 
sovereigns and other British gold coin by Rs. 60 
lakhs to Rs. 104 lakhs and other coined gold by 
Rs. 40 thousand to Rs. 99 thousand. The value of 
silver imported increased by Rs. 7,42 lakhs to Rs. 13,88 
lakhs, while imports of currency notes decreased by 
Rs. 2 lakhs to a little over Rs. 2 lakhs. Exports of 
treasure decreased by Rs. 15,46 lakhs to Rs. 30,20 
lakhs. Exports of gold alone amounted to Rs. 29,45 
lakhs as against Rs. 88,31 lakhs in the preceding year. 


BALANCE OF TRADE 


India’s visible balance of trade in merchandise and 
treasure during the twelve months, April to March, 
1936-37, 1935-86 and 1934-35, is shown in the follow- 
ing table. The figures are arrived at by combining 
the balances of transactions in (1) private merchandise 
and (2) treasure (private account). The balance of 
remittances of funds is also shown with details at the 
end of this table. In these balances the sign plus (+) 
indicates net export and minus (—) net import.

The balance of trade position, it will be observed, 
continues to improve. The increase in the exports 
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and re-exports of merchandise of Rs. 388 crores 
combined with the reduction in imports of Rs. 9 crores 
has resulted in a total balance of trade in favour of 
India of Rs. 92 crores, in spite of a reduction in gold 
exports of Rs. 9 crores and a considerable importation 
of silver bullion. 


The increase in India’s exports is spread over most 
of that country’s basic commodities; in wheat, from 
a negligible figure to Rs. 2,09 lakhs; in hides and 
skins, from Rs. 5,20 lakhs to Rs. 6,24 lakhs; in ground- 
nuts the exports have almost doubled from Rs. 6,65 
lakhs to Rs. 12,28 lakhs; linseed, from Rs. 2,20 lakhs 
to Rs. 4,36 lakhs; raw cotton from Rs. 33 crores to 
Rs. 44 crores and jute manufactures from Rs. 234 
crores to Rs. 28 crores. 


IMPORT TRADE 


The reduction of Rs. 9 crores in the imports is 
largely the result of heavy reductions in cotton yarns 
and cotton textile fabrics, the imports in yarns falling 
by Rs. 1,16 lakhs and in cotton piece-goods to the 
extent of Rs. 2,41 lakhs. The reduction in the im- 
ports of chemicals amounted to Rs. 40 lakhs; in 
hardware, Rs. 37 lakhs; in coal tar dyes, Rs. 43 lakhs; 
in textile machinery, Rs. 67 lakhs; in sheets and 
plates, Rs. 47 lakhs; wrought copper, Rs. 32 lakhs 
and vehicles Rs. 53 lakhs. 


As regards the competitive position, the share of the 
United Kingdom declined in value and also in per- 
centage. The proportion of the trade attributable to 
the United States and Italy also declined both in 
aggregate value and percentage. The shares of Japan 
and Germany declined slightly in value, but increased 
in percentage. The following table indicates the 
position in the two years in question :—

The reduction of Rs. 78 lakhs in the imports from 
the United States is mainly attributable to the 
decline in imports of raw cotton from Rs. 90 lakhs to 
Rs. 8 lakhs; wrought copper, from Rs. 17 lakhs to 
Rs. 10 lakhs; coal tar dyes, from Rs. 14 lakhs to Rs. 7 
lakhs; and hardware, from Rs. 30 lakhs to Rs. 25 lakhs;

EXPORT OF (1) AIRCRAFT AND 
(2) BAYONETS, ETC. 
REVOCATION OF OPEN GENERAL EXPORT 
LICENCE NO. G.L.110 


In conformity with the decision announced in 
Section 28 of the Command Paper (Cmd. 5451*) 
entitled ‘‘ Statement Relating to Report of the Royal 
Commission on the Private Manufacture of and 
Trading in Arms, 1935-36,’’ the Board of Trade have, 
as from 9 August 1937, revoked the Open General 
Export Licence No. G.L.110, which authorises the 
export from ports in the United Kingdom of aircraft 
and aircraft engines and bayonets, swords and lances. 
In its place the Board have issued a new Open General 
Export Licence, No, G.L.168, but this new licence will 
apply only (1) to aircraft engines (generally) and (2) to 
aircraft not falling to be regarded as military. A list 
of military types of aircraft has been drawn up by the 
Air Ministry, and as from 9 August 1937 no aircraft 
included in this list or fitted with military equipment 
may be shipped or flown from the United Kingdom to 
an overseas destination except under a specific licence 
which must be obtained from the Board of Trade. 
Specific licences will likewise be required on and after 
9 August 1937 in respect of all exports from the United 
Kingdom of bayonets, swords and lances, and com- 
ponent parts of these articles. 

The text of the new Licence No. G.L.168 is as 
follows :— 


ap GENERAL EXPORT LICENCE NO. G.L. 168 

. In pursuance of the powers conferred upon them by 
me Arms Export Prohibition Order, 1931, the Board of 
Trade do hereby, with effect from 9 August 1937, license and 
permit the exportation from any port in Great Britain or 
Northern Ireland (including any aerodrome approved by 
the Secretary of State as a Customs aerodrome under 
Schedule VIII of the Air Navigation (Consolidation) Order, 
1923) to all destinations (other than Ethiopia, Spain, 
Spanish Possessions or the Spanish Zone of Morocco) of the 
following goods, namely :— 

(1) Aircraft, assembled or dismantled; and 
(2) Aircraft engines: 
Provided that this licence shall not apply to aircraft 
which— 
(a) are included in the Air Ministry list of military 
types ;* or 

(b) are fitted with equipment (not being aircraft 
engines) which is prohibited by Order-in-Council 
to be exported from the United Kingdom except 
under an export licence given by the Board of 
Trade. 

2. This licence is subject to the following conditions :— 

(i) That the owner or shipper of the said goods if so 

required by the Commissioners of His Majesty’s 

Customs and Excise, shall produce to them, 

within such time as they may allow, proof to 

their satisfaction that the said goods were duly 

delivered at a destination to which this licence 
applies. 

(ii) That this licence shall be deemed void and of no 
effect in the event of non-compliance with con- 
dition (i) as set out above. 

(iii) That this licence may be modified or revoked at any 
time by the Board of Trade without reason given. 

(iv) That nothing in this licence shall affect the powers 
of the Commissioners of His Majesty’s Customs 
and Excise under any Act relating to the Customs 
or to the export of prchibited goods.

COAL MINES ACT, 1911: EXPLOSION IN THE 
HOLDITCH MINE, NORTH STAFFORDSHIRE 


Under the powers conferred by Section 83 of the Coal 
Mines Act, 1911, the Secretary for Mines is directing Mr. 
F. H. Wynne, C.B.E-, B.Sc., H.M. Deputy Chief Inspector 
of Mines, to hold a Formal Investigation into the causes 
and circumstances of the explosion which occurred on 2 July 
1937 in the Holditch Mine, North Staffordshire, and 
resulted in the loss of thirty lives. 

The time and place of the Formal Investigation will be 
announced Jater. 


IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN JUNE 


The British Iron and Steel Federation reports that 699,300 
tons of pig iron were produced in June, as compared with 
696,300 tons in May, 644,100 tons in June 1936, and a 
monthly average of 855,000 tons in 1913. The figure for 
last month was the highest recorded in any month since 
May 1927. 

The June output included 146,800 tons of hematite, 
399,100 tons of basic, 122,200 tons of foundry, and 12,800 
tons of forge pig iron. 

Furnaces in blast at the end of June numbered 126, a 
net increase of four, as compared with a month earlier. 

The June production of steel ingots and castings amounted 
to 1,106,400 tons, as compared with 1,047,300 tons in May, 
965,900 tons in June 1936, and a monthly average of 638,600 
tons in 1913. 

The following table shows the average monthly produc- 
tion of pig iron and steel ingots and castings in the years 
1924 and 1929-36 and the production in each month since 
June 1936 :—

LLOYD’S REGISTER SHIPBUILDING 
RETURNS FOR JUNE QUARTER 


The statistics issued by ‘‘ Lloyd’s Register of Shipping ”’ 
regarding merchant vessels under construction at the end 
of June last show that in Great Britain and Ireland there 
was an increase of 185,519 tons in the work in hand as com- 
pared with the figures for the previous quarter. The 
present total of tonnage under construction—1,199,973 tons 
—exceeds by 351,241 tons (or more than 40 per cent.) the 
tonnage which was being built at the end of June 1936 and is 
the highest quarterly total recorded since June 1930. It 
exceeds considerably the aggregate tonnage now under con- 
struction in the four leading countries abroad. 

About 100,000 tons—8-3 per cent. of the tonnage now being 
built in this country—are intended for registration abroad 
or for sale. 

The tonnage now under construction abroad*—1,682,887 
tons--is about 245,000 tons more than the work which was 
in hand at the end of March last. 

The leading countries abroad are:—Germany, 416,881 
tons; Japan, 318,277 tons; the United States, 198,654 tons; 
Holland, 188,464 tons; Sweden, 138,720 tons; and Denmark, 
95,615 tons. 

The tonnage being built abroad, 557,248 tons (or 33-1 per 
cent.), are intended for registration elsewhere than in the 
country of build.

Tota Worip CoNsTRUCTION 


The total tonnage under construction in the world* 
amounts to 2,882,860 tons, of which 41-6 per cent. is being 
built in Great Britain and Ireland, and 58:4 per cent. 
abroad. The quarterly total for the world shows an increase 
of 430,809 tons over the figures at the end of March last, 
and is the highest recorded since June 1930. 

In Great Britain and Ireland, construction was com- 
menced upon 367,698 tons during the last three months, an 
increase of 114,205 tons as compared with the corresponding 
total for the March quarter. During the quarter ended 
June last, 252,608 tons were launched in Great Britain and 
Ireland, an increase of 76,922 tons as compared with the 
previous quarter. Similar figures for abroad are 596,645 tons 
commenced, and 467,698 tons launched, showing, as com- 
pared with the previous quarter, an increase of 113,792 
tons in the tonnage commenced, and of 164,734 tons in the 
tonnage launched. 


STEAM AND Moror Suips 


Steam and motor oil tankers of 1,000 tons gross and 
upwards under construction in the world amount to ninety- 
five vessels of 735,612 tons, of which twenty vessels of 
140,765 tons are being built in Great Britain and Ireland, 
sixteen vessels of 158,090 tons in Germany, eighteen vessels 
of 128,255 tons in the United States, nine of 75,792 tons 
in Japan, twelve of 69,240 tons in Holland, six of 53,350 
tons in Denmark, and five of 46,100 tons in Sweden. 

The vessels being built in the world at the end of June 
include thirteen steamers and thirty-five motorships of 
between 8,000 and 10,000 tons each; five steamers and 
thirty-three motorships of between 10,000 and 20,000 tons; 
five steamers and five motorships of between 20,000 and 
30,000 tons; and four steamers each exceeding 30,000 tons. 

Of the 1,199,973 tons under construction in Great Britain 
and Ireland at the end of June, 485,914 tons consisted of 
motorships, while at the same date the motorship tonnage 
being constructed abroad (1,101,149 tons) was 537,187 tons 
in excess of that of the steamers. 


Marine ENGINES 


The horse-power of steam engines now being built or being 
fitted on board amounts to about 1,187,000 h.p.; this figure 
includes 105 sets of turbine engines of about 684,000 shaft 
horse-power. The horse-power of the steam reciprocating 
engines (about 503,000 h.p.) represents 16-6 per cent. of the 
total horse-power of marine engines now being built in the 
world. The figures for oil engines aggregate approximately 
1,852,000 h.p., and comprise 60-9 per cent. of the world’s 
total horse-power of marine engines under construction. 


TONNAGE TO Lioyp’s ReEGisTteR CLAss 


Of the merchant shipbuilding in hand throughout the 
world at the end of June, 1,751,231 tons, or nearly 61 per 
cent., are being built under the inspection of Lloyd’s 
Register. Of this total, 1,052,606 tons, representing 87-7 
per cent. of the tonnage being built there, are under con- 
struction in Great Britain and Ireland; while, of the 
tonnage being built abroad, 698,625 tons, or 41-5 per cent., 
are being constructed under the inspection of Lloyd’s 
Register.

BRITISH INDIA 
OVERSEA TRADE IN MAY 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Calcutta, states that 
according to a press note forwarded by the Director- 
General of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics the trade 
returns of British India for the month of May 1937, as 
compared with the preceding month, showed decreases in 
the values of imports, exports and re-exports. The value 
of the imports of private merchandise totalled Rs. 14,46 
lakhs, a decrease of Rs. 1,23 lakhs as compared with the 
preceding month. The exports of Indian produce and 
manufactures decreased by Rs. 66 lakhs from Rs. 16,75 
lakhs in April, 1937, to Rs. 16,09 lakhs in the month under 
review. Re-exports declined by Rs. 27 lakhs and were 
valued at Rs. 54 lakhs.

The balance of remittances of 
funds in May 1937 was minus Rs. 20 lakhs and in the two 
months April and May 1937 minus Rs. 6,54 lakhs. 


CHANGES IN IMPORTS 


As compared with April 1937 the imports of food, drink 
and tobacco in May 1937 improved by Rs. 3 lakhs to Rs. 2,% 
lakhs and raw materials by Rs. 40 lakhs to Rs. 3,32 lakhs 
while manufactured articles fell by Rs. 1,70 lakhs to Rs. 8,69 
lakhs. Under food, drink and tobacco, imports of rice, not 
in the husk, fell from 142,000 tons to 141,000 tons in quantity 
but the value increased from Rs. 1,264 lakhs in April 1937 
to Rs. 1,322 lakhs in May 1937. There was an increase of 
Rs. 4 lakhs under betel nuts, while provisions and liquors 
showed a decline of Rs. 5 lakhs each. Under raw materials, 
imports of kerosene oil advanced from 3:3 million gallons 
to 14-9 million gals. in quantity and from Rs. 16} lakhs to 
Rs. 68 lakhs in value. Imports of mineral oils, other than 
kerosene, also improved from 19-0 million gals. to 204 
million gals. in quantity and from Rs. 55 lakhs to Rs. 77 
lakhs in value. Raw cotton imports amounted to 10,300 
tons valued at Rs. 96 lakhs as compared with 13,800 tons 
valued at Rs. 1,31 lakhs in April 1937. There was also a 
decline of Rs. 3 lakhs each, under precious stones and 
pearls, unset, and teak wood. Under manufactured articles, 
the aggregate value of imports of cotton manufactures 
(including yarn) fell by Rs. 22 lakhs to Rs, 1,243 lakhs, 
Twist and yarn declining from 1-9 million ]bs. to 1-6 million 
Ibs. in quantity and from Rs. 22 lakhs to Rs. 20 lakhs in 
value. Cotton piece-goods also declined from 54:3 to 458 
million yards in quantity and from Rs. 1,11 lakhs to Rs. 9 
lakhs in value. The number of motor cars and motor lorries, 
buses and vans amounted to 1,068 and 992 valued at Rs. 0 
lakhs and Rs. 14 lakhs respectively in May 1937 as com- 
pared with 1,398 and 1,549 valued at Rs. 244 lakhs and 
Rs. 19 lakhs respectively in April 1937. There were increases 
under copper wrought, + Rs. 6 lakhs; artificial silk yarn, 
+ Rs. 5 lakhs; and sheets and plates of iron or steel, 
+ Rs. 3 lakhs. Decreases were recorded under arms, ammu- 
nition, etc., — Rs. 31 lakhs; electrical machinery, — Rs. 12 
lakhs ; hardware and artificial silk piece-goods, — Rs. 9 lakhs 
each; electrical instruments, — Rs. 8 lakhs; chemicals, 
— Rs. 7 lakhs; and drugs and medicines, — Rs. 5 lakhs. 


VARIATIONS IN Exports 


Compared with April 1937 exports of food, drink and 
tobacco in May 1937 advanced by Rs. 41 lakhs to Rs. 2,01 
lakhs, tea alone being responsible for this increase. Other 
items comprising this group were generally on the same level 
as in April 1937. Raw materials and produce exported 
decreased by Rs. 66 lakhs to Rs. 9,53 lakhs, seeds and raw 
cotton being mainly responsible for the decline, while the 
exports of raw jute showed some improvement. Seeds 
amounting to 54,000 tons valued at Rs. 87 lakhs were ex- 
ported in May 1937, as against 83,000 tons valued at 
Rs. 1,38 lakhs in April 1937. The largest decrease occurred 
under groundnuts which accounted for a fall of Rs. 71 
lakhs, while there was an increase of Rs. 17 lakhs under 
linseed. Shipments of raw cotton amounted to 74,000 tons 
valued at Rs. 4,79 lakhs in May 1937, as compared to 
82,000 tons valued at Rs. 5,18 lakhs in April 1937, Japan 
as usual the largest purchaser taking 58 per cent. in May 
1937, as against 51 per cent. in April 1937. Dispatches 
of raw jute amounted to 76,400 tons valued at Rs. 1,58 
lakhs in May 1937, as against 70,900 tons valued at Rs, 1,39 
lakhs in April 1937. Articles wholly or mainly manufactured 
showed a decline of Rs. 35 lakhs in May 1937 as compared 
with the previous month and were valued at Rs. 4,29 lakhs, 
the principal items comprising this group being cotton, jute 
and wool manufactures. Exports of cotton manufactures 
including twist and yarn showed an increase, being valued 
at Rs. 75 lakhs in May 1937, as against Rs. 64 lakhs in April 
1937. Shipments of cotton yarn amounted to 2-4 million 
Ibs. valued at Rs. 12 lakhs in the month under review, a6 
against 1-7 million lbs. valued at Rs. 9 lakhs in April 1937. 
Dispatches of cotton piece-goods (mostly coloured) amounted 
to 22-7 million yds. valued at Rs. 57 lakhs in May 1937, as 
against 17-8 million yds. valued at Rs. 47 lakhs in the 
previous month. The number of gunny bags exported 
decreased from 56 million in April 1937 to 36 million in 
May 1937, the corresponding decline in value being from 
Rs. 1,12 lakhs to Rs. 78 lakhs. The yardage of gunny cloth 
shipped in May 19387 fell from 149 million to 128 million 
and the value from Rs. 1,41 lakhs to Rs. 1,26 lakhs. 
Woollen carpets and rugs exported during May 1937 
amounted to 902,000 Ibs. valued at Rs. 7 lakhs, as against 
1,132,000 Ibs. valued at Rs. 11 Jakhs in April 1937.

TRADE WITH ForEIGN COUNTRIES 


The share of the United Kingdom dropped from 32 per 
cent. in April 1937 to 30 per cent. in May 1937 in imports, 
put rose from 22 per cent. to 24 per cent. in exports. The 
shares of Germany, Japan and the United States in the 
month under review were 7, 12 and 6 per cent., respectively, 
under imports, and 4, 19 and 13 per cent., respectively, 
under exports. 

MoveMENT OF SHIPPING 

The tonnage of vessels that entered into British India 
and cleared with cargoes from and to foreign countries and 
British Possessions during the month of May 1937 amounted 
to 748,000 and 804,000 respectively, as compared with 
776,000 and 844,000 respectively in the preceding month.

The rain has 
benefited standing crops, which are in average to good 
condition. 

Central Provinces, 3 July.—The sky has been cloudy and 
moderate rain has fallen. The sowing of cotton, rice and 
khariff is progressing. 

United Provinces, 3 July.—Rainfall has been general. 
Crops are in good condition and prospects favourable. 
Bombay, 10 July.—Good rain has fallen in Guzarat and 
Konkan. The sowing of crops is proceeding and the outlook 
is satisfactory. 

Sind, 10 July.—General rain has fallen. Cotton is pro- 
gressing. The sowing of rice continues and jowar and bajri 
have been sown. 

Bengal, 7 July.—Light to moderate rain has fallen. Jute 
and paddy are progressing and the transplanting of winter 
paddy seedlings is going on. Crops are in fair condition.

OVERSEA TRADE, 1936-37 


According to the monthly Abstract of Statistics com- 
piled by the Census and Statistics Department, Wellington, 
the value of exports and of imports for the financial 
year ended 31 March 1937 reveal phenomenal iacreases 48 
compared with the totals for the previous financial year. 
Exports of merchandise amounted to £60,234,511, a0 
increase of £10,558,519, as compared with the total a year 
earlier, of £49,675,992, while imports rose in value from 
£37 439,994 to £47,621,104 for the period under review. 

The foregoing figures are exclusive of specie, exports of 
which during the twelve months ended 31 March 1937 
amounted to £11,045 while imports during the same period 
totalled £75,154. 

The principal item contributing to the marked rise in 
the value of exports was wool, the value of exports of this 
commodity havi ing risen from £10, 427,346 in the year 1935-36 
to £15,787,209 in the financial year just past. A substantial 
increase (£2,230,536) was also recorded in the value of 
exports of butter.

FOREIGN 
POLAND 
ECONOMIC AND COMMERCIAL CONDITIONS 


_ Since the Anglo-Polish Trade Agreement came into force 
imports into Poland from the United Kingdom have risen 
from a value of 86-2 million zloty in 1934 to 116-7 million zl. 
in 1935 and 141-6 million zl. in 1936 states the Report on 
Economic and Commercial Conditions in Poland (H.M. 
Stationery Office, Adastral House, Kingsway, London, 
W.C.2. (Price 1s. net.) ). During the same period exports 
from Poland to the United Kingdom rose (with a slight 
drop in 1935) from 191-9 million zl. in 1934 to 221-6 million 
zl. in 1936. In 1936 imports from the United Kingdom 
Tepresented 14-1 per cent. of the total imports as against 





108 per cent. in 1934. Exports to the United Kingdom 


represented 21-6 per cent. of the total Polish exports in 1936 
as against 19-7 per cent. in 1934. 

It will be seen that there has been a substantial increase 
in imports from the United Kingdom notwithstanding the 
additional restrictions in respect of foreign trade which 
Poland was unfortunately forced to apply during the year 
1936. The introduction of currency control as from 27 
April 1936 has caused occasional delays but has not unduly 
affected United Kingdom imports. The currency transfer 
restrictions were linked with the extension of the quota 
system to all goods with a few unimportant exceptions. The 
quota system undoubtedly proves vexatious, particularly 
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in respect of imports which are not regarded as strictly 
necessary for the economic development of the country, but 
since the early summer of 1936 the machinery for dealing 
with import licences has been greatly improved. In this 
respect United Kingdom firms are reminded that consider- 
able assistance can often be afforded by the Commercial 
Counsellor where quotas are found to be insufficient or other 
difficulties occur in respect of import licences, and also in 
the rare cases where currency transfer difficulties are en- 
countered. 

The progressive industrialisation of Poland has necessi- 
tated imports of large quantities of capital goods, which 
have consumed the major portion of the favourable trade 
balance shown in previous years, and imports of less essential 
goods have had to be curtailed. After a long period of 
depression the internal prosperity of the country appears to 
be improving, and, immediately following the devaluation of 
the franc and other gold currencies, a minor boom set in 
in many trades. This was doubtless in part due to the fear 
that the zloty would also be devalued ; the currency restric- 
tions prevented a “ flight from the zloty ’’ and there was a 
consequent tendency to purchase goods and industrial shares. 
Even when it became evident that there was no intention 
to devalue the zloty, prices continued to rise and a livelier 
market was noticeable. This was to a great extent due 
to the increase of international grain prices, which bene- 
fited the agriculturist and the community at large. 


ForEIGN TRADE 


Foreign trade is increasingly handicapped by the import 
restrictions and currency control regulations, though these 
latter are now working more smoothly than they did when 
they were first introduced at the end of April 1936. There 
is, however, little complaint concerning the remittance of 
money to the United Kingdom. Occasional difficulties are 
reported but these are mainly in connection with old com- 
mercial debts when sufficient proof of the nature of the debt 
has not been submitted by the debtor, or in connection with 
non-commercial debts such as rents on house property and 
proceeds of sales of property or shares in Poland. With- 
drawals of capital are not at present allowed by the Polish 
Authorities. 

With regard to import licences, delay and difficulties are 
experienced by importers of luxury goods or articles which 
are not of prime necessity at the moment. On the other 
hand imports of machinery, tools and raw materials are pro- 
ceeding smoothly. In view of the diminution in Poland’s 
balance of trade and balance of payments in 1935 and 1936 
it is not surprising that these difficulties should occur. 
The diminution does not, however, embarrass the authorities 
unduly, because it is felt that the goods imported are mainly 
calculated to increase or cheapen production in the country 
and wili ultimately permit of a great increase of Polish 
export trade. 

The total imports from all countries in 1936 reached 
1,003,445,000 zl. as compared with 860,645,000 zl. in 1935; 
exports amounted to 1,026,246,000 zl. in 1936 as compared 
with 925,040,000 zl. in 1935. The favourable trade balance 
in 1936 was only 22,801,000 z]. as compared with 64,395,000 
zl. for the previous year. In the past Poland has relied 
largely on her favourable trade balance to enable her to 
meet her foreign commitments in respect of financial en- 
gagements. There is little doubt that great efforts will be 
made during the present year to increase Polish exports 
of agricultural produce, particularly in the higher grades 
of manufacture, and manufactured industrial goods. For 
some time the policy has been to seek new trade in over- 
seas markets, and several barter agreements (compensation 
trade agreements) have been entered into with South and 
Central American countries, while negotiations are under- 
stood to he proceeding with South Africa, Australia and 
other countries on similar lines. A commercial treaty with 
Canada was concluded towards the end of 1936 and a com- 
pensation trade agreement with Palestine is understood to 
have been reached quite recently (March 1937). Clearing 
agreements have been arranged with a number of European 
countries and have a very important bearing on trade as 
in some measure they facilitate the flow of trade, the issue 
of import licences, etc., and also tourist traffic, while 
operations in respect of non-clearing countries are some- 
what cumbersome. 


The balance in favour of Poland in her trade with the 
United Kingdom rose from 64-8 million zl. in 1935 to 80-0 
million zl. in 1936. 

Poland’s total favourable trade balance for 1936 was no 
more than 22-8 million zl. With most European countries 
it was possible to maintain substantial favourable balances 
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producing an aggregate favourable balance for Poland jn 
her European trade amounting to 218-0 million zl. There 
was a corresponding unfavourable balance in her trade with 
overseas territories, the most pronounced being an adverge 
balance of 52 million zl. in respect of the United State 
(cotton), 47 million zl. with Australia and New Zealand 
(wool) and 33-8 million zl. with the South American coun. 
tries (wool, coffee, hides and tanning extracts). The un. 
favourable halance with the United States has been much 
reduced in recent months by greatly increased exports from 
Poland and some reduction in imports of cotton. 


TRADE AGREEMENTS 


Polish-German trade under the agreement entered into in 
November 1935 was almost balanced at about 142 million g], 
for the year 1936. The limit of 170 million zl. per annum 
foreseen in the clearing agreement was not reached, and 
the trade balance provided no margin for the payment of 
German railway debts. 


An important trade and clearing agreement was entered 
into with Italy in September 1936 under which Polish 
exports to a value of 15 million lire were to be exchanged 
against imports from Italy to a value of 6,220,000 2]. in 
October-December. This was renewed until the end of 
March 1937 and negotiations for its further prolongation 
are in progress. The Polish exports consist mainly of live. 
stock and meat, preserves, eggs, grain, wood, paraffin, 
naphthaline and seeds, while imports from Italy under the 
agreement consist mainly of vegetables, fruit, fish, oil, wine, 
textile fibres, celluloid, silk, rubber manufactures, type- 
writers, musical instruments, cinematograph apparatus, ete, 
A further agreement provides for the liquidation of certain 
Polish debts to Italy by deliveries of coal to a total quantity 
of 1,900,000 tons between 1 October 1936 and 30 September 
1937. 





SWEDEN 
GENERAL BUSINESS CONDITIONS 
(From the Swedish Consulate-General in London) 


The economic life of Sweden experienced, during the first 
quarter of 1937, a period of marked prosperity. Employ- 
ment was particularly good, more favourable, in fact, than 
in any year since 1916. The price level was firm, the prices 
of certain goods exhibiting a strong upward tendency, and 
the volume of foreign trade showed a steady rise. 

The foreign trade of Sweden has increased during the 
current year. Thus, the total trade turnover for January- 
March amounted to 787-2 million kronor, as against 6653 
million kr. for the same period of last year. A substantial 
part of the increase is to be attributed to the higher price 
level. The rise was apportioned almost equally between 
imports and exports, and as a consequence the excess of 
imports that regularly results from the first quarter’s trade 
remained practically unchanged. 

The imports for the first quarter of 1937 amounted to 4357 
million kr., as compared with 374-5 million kr. for the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1936. On the exports side also there 
was an increase, the figure for the first quarter of 1937 being 
351-5 million kr., as compared with 290-8 million kr. for the 
same period of 1936. 


The intense liveliness that prevailed on the timber market 
during the autumn and winter months was succeeded in the 
course of March by a quieter period with a reduced turn- 
over. In consequence of the very active selling during the 
first-mentioned period the total volume of sales reached by 
the end of April for delivery in the current year was ex- 
tremely satisfactory, amounting to about 640,000 standards. 
The corresponding figure for 1936 was about 500,000 
standards. The price level has been firm, although a distinct 
slowing-down of the previously rapid upward movement of 
prices has been noticeable during the last few weeks. 


Sales of wood pulp have also been lively, although they 
may perhaps have fallen off slightly in recent weeks. The 
current year’s output, however, is practically sold out and 
the orders for which contracts are now being concluded are 
for delivery in 1938. About three-quarters of the estimated 
production of chemical pulp and more than half of the 
mechanical pulp for that year have also found a market. 
The price level has been very firm for all kinds of paper 
pulp. Wood pulp exports, unlike those of timber, were 
considerably higher during the first quarter than during 
the same period of 1936. 


The iron market is still characterised by a heavy demand 
both for domestic requirements and for export. The level 
of prices, both of products and of raw materials, has been 
very firm. The output of iron in all stages of production 
was considerably higher than it was during last year. Iron 
and steel exports likewise showed a strong tendency to rise,

INTRODUCTORY NOTES 


1. The preliminary results of the Census of Produc- 
tion of 1935 are being issued in a series of Supplements 
to the ‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ at fortnightly 
intervals. Notice of the trades to be covered by follow- 
ing issues will be given in the ‘* Journal ’’ from time 
to time. 

Complete returns may not have been received in all 
cases at the time of publication of the preliminary 
results, which should accordingly be regarded as pro- 
visional. In general, however, the amendments 
necessary are expected to be of minor importance, and 
the results may be taken as substantially comparable 
in the aggregate with those for previous years. For 
certain semi-manufactured articles, the output 
recorded as sold in 1935 may exceed the corresponding 
figure for 1934 by reason of returns being furnished for 
1935 for each separate establishment, so far as*prac- 
ticable, whereas for 1934 firms were permitted to 
furnish an aggregated return covering the whole of 
their activities in one trade. The final figures will be 
published at a later date in volume form, and these 
final reports will contain additional detail, including 
for certain trades an estimate of the output free from 
duplication. 


2. Scope of the Census.—The Census covered manu- 
facturing industries, mines and quarries, the Building 
and Contracting Trade and the productive services 
carried out by Public Utility Undertakings, whether 
publicly or privately owned. Repairing and ‘‘ process- 
ing ’’ work was included. The number of separate 
trades distinguished was 122; a list of these trades is 
given at the end of these notes. All the particulars 
relate to the United Kingdom. 


3. Exclusion of small firms.—Detailed returns were 
not obtained from firms employing not more than ten 
persons as a yearly average, the only information 
required from these firms (except those in the Bread, 
Cakes, etc., Trade) being a statement of the nature of 
their business and the average number of their male 
and female employees in the year. The same limita- 
tion was applied to the Census of 1930 and to the 
Import Duties Act Inquiries of 1933 and 1934, and the 
whole of the information given in this series, for any 
year, should be understood to relate to the operations 
of firms employing more than ten persons. 


At the 1930 Census the number of businesses in 
which not more than ten persons were employed was 
recorded as 212,140; the estimated number of persons 
employed by these firms was 758,000, or about 9°6 per 
cent. of the total for all industries. 


4. Comparisons with previous years.—Comparison 
of the results for 1935 is made with those of the most 
recent previous year for which statistics are available, 
Le. with those for the year 1934 in the case of the 78 
trades included in the Import Duties Act Inquiry for 
that year, and with those of the 1930 Census in the 
case of the remaining trades. 


In some cases where comparisons are made with the 
results of the Import Duties Act Inquiry, 1934, the 
particulars shown for that year may be defective. This 
arises from two causes: (i) the Inquiry for 1934 was 
generally limited to manufacturing undertakings, 





repairing firms and workshops doing only a commission 
trade being excluded; (ii) as the Inquiry related only 
to selected trades, some classes of products were not 
completely covered, being manufactured also by firms 
whose principal output lay in trades that were 
excluded from the Inquiry. Any substantial differ- 
ences that may be due to these circumstances are dealt 
with by a special note, generally to Table II dealing 
with the ‘‘ principal products’’ of the trade 
concerned. 





5. Contents of the preliminary summaries.—The 
preliminary series of results will consist generally of 
seven tables, containing the information set out below. 


Table I.—The principal results recorded by all firms 
that made returns on schedules for the trade 
concerned. 


Table II.—The total selling values and (where avail- 
able) quantities of the principal products of the trade. 
These totals will include not only the output of the 
firms classified in the trade concerned but also the 
additional output recorded by firms whose returns were 
made on schedules for other trades. The figures for 
1935 may not cover the whole of this additional out- 
put, and cases in which the deficiencies are likely to 
impair comparability are specially noted. 


For some trades in which important classes of semi- 
finished goods may either be sold or be further manu- 
factured by the firm that produced them, particulars 
. the total quantities of these goods made are also 
shown. 


Table III.—The quantities of the principal products 
of the trade in relation to those of exports and imports. 
Particulars of value may be given in cases where com- 
parable records of quantities are not available. 


Table IV.—Particulars of the secondary output of 
the trade, i.e. all goods made and work done other 
than those included in Table II as principal products. 


Table V.—The quantity and cost of certain jm- 
portant classes of materials, and of coal, coke, heavy 
fuel oil and electricity purchased and used by firms 
that made returns on schedules for the trade con- 
cerned. For some trades this information was obtain- 
able only on voluntary lines. 


Table VI.—The quantities of electricity consumed 
(generated in firms’ own works and purchased) by firms 
that made returns on schedules for the trade concerned. 
This information is not available for the year 1934. 


Table VII.—The average number of operatives em- 
ployed in the year and the number of administrative, 
technical and clerical staff employed in one week in 
October, classified between males and females and 
between employees over and under 18 years of age. - 
The sex and age distribution of the operatives is as 
recorded for the week ended 12 October 1935. The 
numbers shown relate to those employed by the firms 
whose returns were made on schedules for the trade 
concerned. 

For those trades in which outworkers are employed, 
the numbers of these employees are also given for two 
dates in each year. 
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6. Instructions for making Returns.—The following 
notes explain the meanings of the terms used in the 
tables and outline the general instructions given to 
firms as to the manner in which their returns were to 
be completed. 


(i) Period covered.—Firms were required to make 
returns for the calendar year 1935, but if the calendar 
year was not their year of account, a return for a 
business year ending not later than 7 April 1936 and 
not earlier than 8 April 1935 was accepted. 


(ii) Valuation of output.—The values to be shown 
were the net selling values of all deliveries of goods (as 
packed for sale) within the year of return, plus the 
book value of stocks at the end and less that of stocks 
at the beginning of the year. In determining the net 
selling value, firms were instructed to deduct from the 
amounts charged to customers such items as discounts, 
payments to transport firms, railway companies, etc., 
for carriage outwards, and allowances for returnable 
cases, etc. Where separate returns were made for 
different departments of the same firm, and goods 
produced in one department were used in another 
department in the production of more finished goods, 
such goods were required to be included in the output 
of the first (producing) department, and in the 
materials of the second (using) department, at the 
value at which they were transferred in the firm’s 


books. 


(iii) Valuation of work done by firms working “‘ on 
commission,’’ etc.—Firms working ‘‘ on commission "’ 
or ‘* for the trade ’’ on materials given out to them by 
other firms were required to state, as the value of their 
output, only the amounts received by them for the 
work, less discounts and payments to transport firms, 
railway companies, etc., for carriage outwards, and to 
exclude the value of the materials supplied to them by 
the firms for which the work was done. Where the 
work was done on goods supplied by manufacturing 
firms, its value is included in the final selling value of 
the goods as recorded by those firms. In the case of 
goods made on commission for merchants or other 
persons who made no returns at the Census, the selling 
value of the goods has escaped record. 


(iv) Distinction between ‘‘ Goods made for sale ”’ 
and ‘‘ Total make.’’—The output recorded as ‘‘ made 
for sale ’’ represents goods in the form in which they 
were sold during the year of account or held in stock at 
the end of the year. Where goods were used for 
further manufacturing purposes in the establishments 
in which they were made, the output for sale falls 
short of the total quantities made. For certain classes 
of products a return of total make was required in 
addition to that of the output for sale, and this addi- 
tional information is shown separately. 


(v) Work in progress at beginning or end of year.— 
In order to determine the output properly attributable 
to the year covered by their returns, firms engaged in 
certain industries were required to state the value of 
work in progress at the beginning and end of that year. 
If the statement of output included any goods which 
were in course of construction at the beginning of the 
year the value of the work done in the previous year 
was estimated and returned separately; similarly, the 
value of goods in course of construction at the end of 
the year was estimated and returned separately, 
Allowance for the difference in these aggregates has 
been made where necessary. 


(vi) Exclusion of merchanting.—Where firms, in 
addition to their manufacturing business, also bought 
goods and re-sold them in the same condition as that 
in which they were purchased, they were instructed to 
omit such goods from their statements of output and 
of materials, and to exclude from their statements of 
persons employed those members of their staff who 
were wholly or mainly required in connection with 
their merchanting business. 


(vii) Materials—The total ‘cost of materials 
used ’’ was required to include all raw and other 





materials purchased and used in the production of the 
output recorded in the firm’s return; all fuel, oil, gas 
and electricity purchased; packing and workshop 
materials; and materials for repairs to the firm’s own 
buildings or plant carried out by their own workpeople, 
The cost was to include charges for transport unless 
transport was carried out by the firm’s own staff, 
The book value of stocks of materials at the beginning 
of the year was included and that of stocks at the end 
of the year deducted from the total purchases in the 
year. The figure was not to include wages, salaries, 
rent, rates, insurance, depreciation, and _ similar 
charges, or the cost of new machinery and plant, 
Where separate returns were made for different depart. 
ments of the same firm, goods produced in one depart. 
ment and used in another department were required 
to be treated as purchased by the second (using) 
department, and included in that department's total 
cost of materials at the amount credited to the pro. 
ducing department. Firms working on commission or 
for the trade were instructed to return, as materials, 
only goods which they themselves purchased and used, 
and not the goods given out to them by the firms for 
which they worked. 


The particulars in respect of special classes of 
materials represent the total purchases in the year, 
adjusted for stock variations in the manner described 
in the previous paragraph. 


(viii) Work given out.—Firms giving out work to 
other firms or other branches of the same firms for 
which separate returns were made were required to 
state the aggregate amount paid to such firms or 
branches for work done in the year. The amount thus 
returned was not to include the cost of any items 
accounted for under the heading of ‘‘ Materials.”’ 


(ix) Net output.—The net output of a trade is the 
figure which results from deducting from the value of 
the gross output the aggregate of the ‘* Cost of 
materials used ’’ and amount paid for ‘‘ Work given 
out,’’ together with the amount of any Excise duty 
included in the value of the products and not in that 
of the materials used. This figure represents the value 
added to materials by the industrial processes and, 
after allowance for a sum sufficient to cover the depre- 
ciation of plant and machinery, constitutes the fund 
from which wages, salaries, rents, royalties, rates and 
taxes, advertisement and selling expenses, and all 
other similar charges have to be provided, as well as 
profits. 


(x) Persons employed.—Firms were required to 
classify persons employed by them under the two head- 
ings of (i) Operatives (wage-earners), and (ii) Adminis- 
trative, technical and clerical staff. The numbers cf 
‘* Operatives ’’ relate to all wage-earners (including 
foremen, van and lorry drivers and warehousemen) 
employed by the firm in and about the factory or 
works, or in outside work of construction or repair, 
and ‘‘ Administrative, technical and clerical staff ’’ to 
the office and management staff (i.e. working proprie- 
tors, managing directors, managers, designers, sales- 
men, travellers, etc.), all clerks, typists and other 
persons engaged primarily in office work being recorded 
under this heading and not as operatives. Where 
outworkers were employed, the number of these 
was recorded separately and not included in the 
number of operatives. Persons required wholly or 
mainly in connection with any merchanting business 
carried on were to be excluded. 


The particulars required related to the persons em- 
ployed (i.e. on the pay sheets) in certain specified 
weeks, with the proviso that, in the event of a strike or 
lock-out, holiday or special cessation of work in any of 
these weeks, the nearest ordinary week (of which the 
ending date should be stated) was to be taken. 


Firms were required to state: — 


(a) The numbers employed in the week ended 
12 October 1935 (or 13 October 1984 if ths 
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return covered a period ended before 12 October 
1935), divided under the two main headings 
defined above, and also according to their sex and 
age (as over or under 18 years of age). 

(b) The number of operatives actually at work 
in a specified week (one of the middle weeks) in 
each month of the period covered by the return. 


xi) Outworkers.—In those trades employing out- 
workers (i.e. workpeople doing work off the firm’s 
premises on materials supplied by the firm) particulars 
were required of the number of outworkers employed 
at two dates in the year covered by the return, viz. 





at or about 19 January and 13 July 1935.

the principal exceptions being alloys and scraps, the figures 
for which declined. The volume of iron imports was also, 
on the whole, greater than in 1936, this applying particu- 
larly to pig iron, rolled wire and iron scrap. 

After the extremely marked expansion of ocean freights 
during the latter half of 1936 they showed a somewhat de- 
cining tendency at the beginning of the current year. The 
total index number, which in January reached a peak of 151 
(1913 = 100), fell to 146 in February and to 145 in March. 
In April, however, a change for the better set in and freight 
rates rose strongly, chiefly in regard to inward freights.

1. By the Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 21) Order, 1934, 
as amended by the Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 6) Order, 
1936, and the Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 9) Order, 
1937, made by virtue of their powers under Section 9 of the 
Finance Act, 1932, the Treasury have approved four 
schemes, which are summarised below, for the allowance of 
drawback on the exportation as from the dates set out in 
column 4 of the table in paragraph 3, of the goods specified 
in column 1 of the Schedule annexed hereto, in respect of 
certain materials used in their manufacture, viz. :— 


Linseed on which duty has been charged under sec-

1. Under the Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 8) Order, 
1937, made by virtue of their powers under the Second 
Schedule to the Import Duties Act, 1932, the Treasury 
direct that as from the 7th July 1937, drawback, as pro- 
vided for by the said Schedule, shall be allowed and paid 
on the exportation or shipment as stores of goods of the 
following class or description : 

Axe handles of woad, of the bent, fawn foot type, 
not less than 24 inches in length. 


2. Title to drawback.—In order to establish a title to 
this drawback the following conditions must be satisfied : 


(a) The goods must be exported or shipped as stores 
by the importer or by some person who has taken 
delivery thereof directly from the importer.

TAXATION MODIFICATIONS: GENERAL 
INCREASE OF IMPORT DUTIES 


The French ‘ Journal Officiel’’ of 9 July contains a 
Decree, dated 8 July, which embodies various measures 
intended to assist in balancing the Budget. The following 
provisions are of interest to exporters and others engaged 
in trade with France :— 

Perfumes, Essences, etc.—Article 16 provides that per- 
fumery and toilet products with a base of alcohol, or 
presented under a name which is customarily applied to 
products containing alcohol, may only be manufactured, 
imported, sold, etc., if their actual alcoholic strength is at 
least 50 degrees Gay Lussac at 15 degs. Centigrade and if 
this strength is clearly indicated on the containers, invoices 
and all commercial documents. A lower alcoholic strength 
may, however, be allowed for certain products by Mini- 
sterial Order. Art. 20 imposes on essences, extracts, con- 
centrates, etc., for use in the making of perfumes, 
beverages, etc., by addition to a liquid of any alcoholic 
strength, a tax, levied on each litre of preparation which 
can be obtained by the use of the taxed product, of 5 fr. 
when the preparation obtained has a base of spirits and 
of 3-50 fr. in any other case. The import etc. of essences, 
etc., which can be used in the manufacture of forbidden 
beverages is prohibited unless they are denatured (Art. 21). 


Direct taxes.—The general income tax (impét général 
sur le revenu) is increased by 20 per cent. in respect of 
incomes exceeding 20,000 francs, and increases are also made 
in the rates of the tax on income from securities (impét 
sur le revenu des valeurs mobiliéres). Th eschedular 
income taxes are to be raised as from 1 January next. 

Ferro-cerium.—A tax of 500 fr. per kilog is established 
on ferro-cerium and similar products consumed in France 
(Art. 66). 

Circulation taz (Articles 70-72).—The general rate of 
the circulation tax is raised from 6 to 8 per cent., the rate 
for preserved fish and fishery products from 5-2 to 6 per 
cent., and that for other preserves (except those of pig 
meat) from 4-6 to 5-4 per cent. The exemption from circu- 
lation tax hitherto accorded in respect of operations relating 
to raw wool, carded and combed wool, woollen waste and 
rags, etc., is withdrawn.

Direct reading and recording apparatus. 

Automatic lighters (except of gold, platinum, 
silver or enamel). 


Licence taxes.—Art. 78 increases these by 25 per cent., 
except on coal, briquettes, coke, apples and pears. 

Miscellaneous.—The Decree also contains various other 
provisions intended to prevent evasion of taxes, and 
increases certain stamp, etc., taxes (on cheques, insurance 


policies, etc.). 
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GERMANY 
EXPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The ‘‘ Deutscher Reichsanzeiger ” of 30 June 1937 con- 
tains an Order dated 28 June 1937 and effective as from 
10 July 1937, which prohibits (except under licence) the 
export from Germany of latex and of waste of rubber, gutta- 
percha, balata or rubber substitutes (ex Statistical No. 
98 a/e); also of rubber solution (formerly: rubber, dissolved, 
even with admixture of resin) [Statistical No. 570]. 


The same Order abolishes the restrictions on the export 
of :— 


Soft rubber paste and reclaimed rubber, if dyed or mixed 
with asbestos fibres, graphite or other materials (ex 
Statistical No. 571). 


Magnesium (ex Statistical No. 869 A 6). 


IMPORTATION OF COAL AND COKE FROM THE 
UNITED KINGDOM 


The Board of Trade have been informed that the Reichs 
Coal Commissioner has notified the figure of German coal 
consumption for May 1937 as 10,038,900 metric tons (i.e. 
an increase of 34 per cent. over 7,500,000 metric tons). 


In accordance with the provisions of the Trade Agreement 
of 13 April 1933 between the United Kingdom and Germany, 
the quota for imports of United Kingdom coal and coke 
into the German Customs Area for July 1937 has been 
correspondingly increased from the minimum of 180,000 
metric tons to 241,200 metric tons. 


NETHERLANDS 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS (RENEWAL) 


With reference to the renewal of the import restriction 
on paper and paperware for a further period of twelve 
months from 1 July 1937 to 30 June 1938, H.M. Commercial 
Secretary at The Hague reports that advertising material, 
including posters, which is received from foreign countries 
and distributed free of charge is now included in the list 
of goods which are exempt from the above restriction. 


NORWAY 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


H.M. Minister at Oslo has reported that the existing 
rates of duty under the Norwegian Customs Tariff are to 
continue to apply during the period 1 July 1937 to 30 June 
1938, with modifications as indicated below. 


[The rates of duty quoted are the basic tariff rates and 
are subject to a general surtax of 50 per cent. and to the 
special surtax of 20 per cent. imposed in January 1932, the 
total surtax being 80 per cent. of the basic duty. The tariff 
numbers quoted are those appearing in the 1936-37 edition 
of the Norwegian Tariff. ] 


ad Tariff No. 1.—Methylethylcetone: Duty free. N.B.— 
Methylethylcetone was tormerly assimilated, for Cus- 
toms purposes, to acetone. No change of duty is 
involved. 


Tariff No. 96.—Carvel-built racing rowing boats and 
racing oars: Duty reduced from 15 per cent. ad valorem 
to duty free. 


Tariff Nos. 324-327.(Tiles of earth or clay): New 
Note.—The Ministry of Finance and Customs may 
consent to the entry of acid-proof tiles for industrial 
use on payment of a duty of 1 kr. per 100 kilogs on 
production of proof that similar tiles are not produced 
in Norway.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
MARKING OF GOODS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a United 
States Treasury Decision [T.D. 49031] published 24 June 
which amends the United States marking regulations as 
follows :-— 


1. Lace, embroidered, appliquéd, or drawn-work, 
table or household articles and sets may be marked to 
show the country of origin by means of paper labels 
if securely sewed or pasted in a conspicuous place, 
provided, however, that in every case the labels bearing 
the mark of origin should be securely stitched or 
attached by means of staples to articles having a lace 
or net ground in order to satisfy the requirement of 
permanency. 


2. Cast iron soil pipe should be marked to indicate 
the country of origin by having the name of the country 
of origin cast in the mould or other permanent 
marking. 


So far as a change of practice is involved these decisions 
will be applied only to such merchandise which is imported 
after a period of ninety days has elapsed following the date 
of publication in the weekly Treasury Decision.

URUGUAY 
CONVERSION RATES FOR PAYMENT OF 
DUTIES IN GOLD 


With reference to the notice, under the above heading, 
in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 24 June (page 887), 
HM. Consul at Montevideo reports, by telegraph, that the 
rate or multiplier for the conversion of Uruguayan Cus- 
toms duties from gold into currency has been reduced from 
9-741 to 2:728 in the case of goods imported from countries 
with an exchange quota (the United Kingdom is in this 
category), and raised from 3:312 to 3-457 in the case of 
goods imported from countries with an exhausted exchange 
quota or without such quota. 


Note.—With the exception of certain goods which are 
exempted from part-payment of the duty ‘in gold,” 25 per 
cent. of Uruguayan Customs duties have to be paid “ in 
old’? as the general rule, but the duties on a few classes 
of goods are payable 50 per cent. ‘‘ in gold.’’ * ]
